Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiners provided applicant with the opportunity to explain what 
was considered to be the primary inventive concepts of the invention. Applicant identified the escrow system, and 
encryption features. Examiners reiterated the need to address 112 deficiencies, structure in system claims, 
functional/non-functional language, provided suggestions for correlating the system and method claims, and the need 
to show the interrelationship between the various parts of the invention. The present claims are non-responsive as to 
addressing these deficiencies identified prior office actions. Applicant indicated intent to file a supplemental 
amendment to correct these problems. Examiner noted that no more than two weeks from the date of interview would 
be given for filing supplemental amendment.
